BONUS DOOMED, 
POLL INDICATES 


Of 58 Senators Seen, 18 
Favor Soldiers” Relief 
Measure, 31 Against and 
Nine Non-Committal.

Washington, May 31.—Defeat of 
the soldiers’ bonus bill at the hands 
of the senate. may be taken for 
granted, if an informal poll of the 
senate membership, made today, is 
any criterion. 

The sentiments of 58 senators, or 
just over three-fifths of the total 
membership of 96, were ascertained. 
Putting the most optimistic “pro- 
bonus” interpretation possible upon 
the replies received, the. canvasser 
could not find, among the entire 58, 
more than 18.whose support of the 
veterans’ relief measure could, be 
counted om. Even among these 18 
senators there is hardly a one 
whole-heartedly in accord with all 
the féatures in the bill which was 
reported from, the house « “e@ 
referred to the financé committees, - 

Thirty-one senators léft no doubt 
that they would be found opposing 
the bonus when—if ever—it comes 
out of committee. Nine of those 
who were sounded out flatly re- 
fused .o commit themselves either 
way, even under the condition of 
confidence. 

The poll showed roughly: 

For a bontis measure—18. 

Against a bonus measure—31. 

Noncommittal—+9. ‘ 

Finance Committee Polled., 

A poll of the senate finance com- 
mittee, which has seventeen mem- 
bers, was no more heartening to 
bonus advocates. Only six out of 
the seventeen can be counted as 
bonus advocates. Seven are against 
it, the majority of them flatly and 
unqualifiedly so. Of the remaining 
four, two are noncommittal, and the 
views of the other two could not be 
ascertained. 

Of the eighteen senators out of 
the ‘58 polled who can be counted 
bonus supporters, the majority hail 
from the west and middle west and 
mainly from strictly agricultural 
states. 

A good sized block of opponents is 
furnished by southern senators, in- 
fluenced no doubt by the specter of 
cessation of work on the part of 
negro veterans, once they have ‘e-

TO STOP ANARCHY 


Fall Committee Suggests 
Armed Action If New 
Regime Shows Inability 
to Quiet Country. — 


MEXIC CONSTITUTION 


ATTACKED IN REPORT

Washington, May 31.—Armed in- 
tervention in Mexico should the

ing Mexican affairs. 

Should a stable government be 
established, the committee recom- 
mended that full recognition be ac- 
corded it, and that financial assist- 
ance be offered by the United 
States. The committee said, how- 
ever,. that full recognitidn should 
not be given until a treaty had 
been entered into predicated upor 
assurances; |

Of Coming Storm 
By Sir A. Geddes 


British Ambassador Urges 
This Country to Avoid 
Enmeshment in Social 
“Disentanglements” of 
Europe. * 


Washington, May 31.—Sir Auck- 
land Geddes, the British ambassa- 
dor, speaking tonight at the 99th 
annual commencement of George 
Washington university, * warned 
America against enmeshment m the 
social “disentanglements” of Eu- 
rope. 

“So far’ only the swell of the 
storm centered in Europe laps your 
coasts,” the ambassador declared. 
“Yet your daily press is already 
filled with news of strikes, of what 
is vaguely called industrial unrest. 
We all know that it was your tra- 
dition to keep clear of European 
entanglements. Here fs a European 
disentanglement that is already pil- 
ing. the waters on your. social 
beaches, a disentanglement of the 
complicated interweaving of man 
and man ia the social fabric.” 

Sir Auckland told the graduates 
that he doubted if ever before “was 
the future for as many nations, as 
many individuals so closely shroud- 
ed in dark clouds pregnant with 
storm.” 

“In Europe we know that an ace 
is dying,” he continued. “Here it 
would be easy to miss the signs of 
coming ‘change, but I have little 
doubt that it will come. A realiza- 
tion of the aimlessness of life lived 
to labor and to die, having achiev- 
ed nothing but avoidance of starva- 
tion, and the birth of children also 
doomed to the weary treadmill has 
seized the minds of millions.” 

Ambassador Geddes asserted that 
the next fifty or sixty years “are 
going to be the most glorious dr the 
most disastrous in the history of 
the world.” The present genera- 
tion “cannot hope to see a: success- 
ful end to the world revolution now 
in progress,” he said, and turning 
to the recipients of degrees, added 
“yours may.” 

The way out of the seeming world 
turmoil, the ambassador declared, 
must be led by those who keep in 
view three essentials, which he 
named as beauty, service and truth.

CITY MANAGER FORM 
FAVORED BY SPEAKER 


Wants New Charter Pass- 


ed by Legislature and 
Then Put Up to the Peo- 
ple for Vote at Polls. — 


Plans for the campaign which will 
be waged for a new charter for the 
city of Atlanta, fostered by the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, were 
announced Monday night at a din- 
ner given in the assembly hall of 
the chamber building to the “citi- 
zens’ committee of 103," which will 
handle the details of the organiza- 
tion for the drive. 

Eugene R, Black, president of the 
chamber of commerce, who is also 
chairman of the committee which 
has in charge the development of 
plans for the securing of the city- 
manager form of. government for 
Atlanta, explained the objects of the 
meéting and told of the “referen- 
dum” vote taken among the 3,500 
members of the civic body, which 
proved the sentiment practically 
unanimous for a new charter as At- 
lanta’s most pressing need. 

Mr. Black explained also that 
is fostered by the chamber of com- 
merce, that it is to be distinctly a 
proposition for the interest of all 
Atlanta. He annunoced that the 
following committees will be ap- 
pointed: Executive, legislative, cam- 
paign, publicity and woman’s com- 
mittee. 

Wants Vote by People. 

Mr. Black said that he -believed 
the people should be given the right 
to vote on whether or not Atlanta 
shall have the new charter. He 
said that if the legislative com- 
mittee and the others who are ac- 
tive.in the movement’s interest are 
successful in getting the © bill 
through the legislature, the people 
should then be given an opportunity 
to express their desire in the mat- 
ter. The campaign committee, he 
further said. will be divided into 
ward committees, will handle 
the work in detail the city’s dif- 
ferent sections. 

The speaker also expressed ap- 
proval of the city-manager form of 
government, saying that “a big city 
is nothing but a big business and 
should be conducted on that basis.” 

A charter committee is now 
working fn conjunction with Dr. A. 
R. Hatton, considered the country’s 
foremost municipal government ex- 
pert, on the details of the charter 
which will be finally drafted by the 
last of this week, it is thought. 

In reference to the business-like 
manner in which he belleved that a 
city should be run, Mr. Black said: 
“If we people in Atlanta pay taxes, 
it is natural that we should want 
to get returns from those taxes, and 
it is not possible to do that com- 
pletely until we get a business form 
of government.”

FIERCE FIGHT STAGED 
OVER FLORIDA SEATS 


One Delegation Accused 
of Being Connected Witfr 
e Democrats —Slow 
Progress Is Being Made 
by Committee. 


Chicago, May 31.—In open session 
today, the republican national com- 
mittee began deciding contests from 
various state delegations to the 
convention, but made only slow 
progress. 

In what Chairman Hays charac- 
terized as “judicial rather than po- 
litical . decisions,” the committee 
seated regularly reported delegates 
from Arkansas and Alabama; post- 
poned the contest over the District 
of Columbia; until tomorrow and 
after giving an extended hearing 
to a three-cornered contest from 
Florida, adjourned over-night with- 
out making a decision. 

At today’s raf® of progress Chair- 
man Hays estimated that the con- 
tests would not be cleared up be- 
fore Friday. Today's decisions will 
not be factors in the strength of 
any candidate in the convention, 
and ranged principally abqut the 
questions of regularity, although 
the race issue frequently was in- 
jected. 

, Law and Precedent. 

In all. decisions today the com- 
mittee was guided on questions of 
law and precedent by Charles B. 
Warren, of Detroit, national com- 
mitteeman from Michigan, who was 
acting at the request of Chairman 
Hays as the committee attorney. At 
the conclusion of each contest, Mr. 
Warren, issued a statement of the 
reasons upon which the committee 
was acting. Chairman Hays said 
that-was a part of his plan of lay- 
ing the committee work before the 
country. 

Only seven of the one hundred 
and thirty-seven contests were de- 
cided in the first day’s work. 

In the Alabama contest the reg- 
ularly reported delegates were 
Seated in the absence of the con- 
testant. Seven regularly reported 
delegates from Arkansas were seat- 
ed, the negro contestants being dis- 
missed, One delegate instructed for 
Governor Lowden and two reported

Mr. Hardwick m2kes clear his po- 
sition with reference to his war rec- 
ord. He states positively that: he 
voted as senator according to the 
dictates of his conscience, and has 
no apology to offer to any man for 
his position and voting. 

The statement follows: 

My young friend, Mr. Clifford Walker, 
our former attorney general, seems to be 
just a littie excited.

as best I can from its maze of flowery 
words, I find that he complains: 

1. That I spoke at a socialist meeting in 
New York at the Madison Square Garden, 
and was there hailed as ‘‘the next governor 
of a." The facts are: The meeting 
T addressed was not a socialist meeting, but 
a non-partisan public meeting, addressed 
by republicans, democrats and socialists, 
called to protest against the outrageous at- 
tempt then being made and afterward car- 
ried out to unseat five members of the New 
York legislature simpli} because of their 
political opinions and the politital opinions 
of their constituency. No deadlier blow has 
ever been struck in all the history of this 
representative government against the fun- 
damental ge gem of freedom of specch 
and 4reediom of opinion, and I was proud 
to be invited to join in the protest against 
this outrage. I made there the same speech 
that I expect to make in Georgia this sum- 
mer. I was proud to have the privilege 
to do it. It was not a socialist meeting, 
bot if it had heen, that would have made 
little or no difference with me; for, if I 
know myself, there is no spot in al) this 
land on which I would not speak and no 
audience in all this republic to which I 
would not be willing to make an appeal in 
defense of representative government, and 
of the great 
speech and freejom of opinion. 

In view of some of his conduct during 
the war, it does not surprise me, however,

once entrusted with high office by the 
loyal democrats of Georgia, and was ‘re- 
creant to the trust.’’ His statement is 
false, both in form and in substance, and 
I challenge him to name a single demo- 
cratic principle that I ever abandoned or a 
single undemocratic vote *that I ever cast, 
or a single cause or friend to which or 
to whom I have ever proven false. 

4. Mr. Walker intimates that I am in- 
spired by hitter personal feeling against 
President Wilson. That is not true. |] 
have never opposed President Wilson when 
he was right, and I have never supnorted 
him when he was wrong. My candidacy 
for governor is based on principles which 
sink to the very roots of both aemocratic 
and American fundamentals, and neither 
abuse nor misrepresentation can cause me 
to lower it to any .other plane. 

5. Mr. Walker insinuates in a most indl- 
rect way that in some vague ahd unspeci- 
ficd manner I was disloyal to this country 
during the war. He did not dare state 
what he apparently sought /to intimate and 
insinuate. It is as well that he did not. 

Denounced Opponents, 

Long ago, even in the excitement of the 
war period, speaking out of the fulness of 
an outraged -heart, I denounced every map 
and every newspaper’ in Georgia who was 
base enough and false enough to make this 
charge, either directly or indirectly, as a 
contemptible -and cowardly liar. I trust 
that Mr. Walker, who well knows the un- 
worthiness and baseness of such insinua- 
tions against me, will not force me to 
class him with a crowd of contemptible 
slanderers. 

6. Mr. Walker is right about one thing, 
and only one, in all his long screed. I am 
not now and I never have been on any 
mourner’s bench. I do not appear in peni- 
tential garb. I do not claim to have been 
right on all these great questions and all 
these great issues; but I do claim—and it 
is the truth—that on every one of them I 
voted my honest views in accordance with 
the dictates of my, conscience, and for 
that I neither owe bor offer any man 
apology. 

7. In conclusion, let me suggest to Mr. 
Walker that I quite understand the very 
transparent political strategy that inspired 
his attack on me. He would like to be 
the sole candidate of the combined and 
consolidated opposition to me. He aspires to 
be “Cliff, the giant killer.’’ All right. 
If the newspaper ring that undertakes to 
control Georgia .politics decides on him for 
the job, I shall be delighted; and I ven- 
ture to express the hope that his courage, 
apparently so vigorous in May, may hold 
out through July and August. If so, we 
will probably be able to save a lot of time 
and trouble by discussing these issues in 
person before the people of Georgia face 
to face.

Washineton, May 31.—_Heroes of 
earlier wars shared today the na- 
tional c2pital’s Memorial day trib- 
ute with those who fell in the 
world war. In doing them honor, 
grizzled civil war veterans march- 
ed with khaki-clad young veterans 
to the Arlington national cemetery, 
where for the first time the graves 
of those whoffell in France were 
decorated. The memorial amphi- 
theater, there, recently dedicated, 
was used for the first timé. Gen- 
eral Pershing was the principal 
speaker. 

Mect Obligations, Urges Pershing. 

A plea that the American people 
be not swerved: by “personal ambi- 
tion or political expediency” *from 
fulfilling obligations to “less fortu- 
nate peoples, who confidently look 
to us for help,” marked the address 
of General Pershing. : 

“To the memory of our beloved 
dead,” he said, “we owe m duty to 
complete the task they sanctified. 
The white crosses in France, stand- 
ing as. symbols of brotherhood in 
common purpose against militarism 
and oppression, eloquently ery out 
to us. 

“Are we, as a people, to live up to 
our obligations? Must personal am- 
bition and political expediency 
Swerve us from the true course? 

“The appeal that rings in our 
hearts must not be in vain. ' 

“Rather let us go forward cour- 
ageously and with unselfish devo- 
tjon to the well-being of our fel- 
lows as the vital atm, reawaken the 
fine spirit which made possible our 
war achieveménts. Doing our full 
duty as patkiotic citizens, may we 
meet ‘our obligations and give en- 
couragement and comfort to less 
fortunate peoples, who confidently 
look to us for help. 

“May this day of solemn medita- 
tion bear fruit to justify the sacri- 
fice of those who died.” 

The general also pleaded for ade- 
quate preparedness. aA tribute to 
the allied dead also was paid by 
the American commander.

Pardoned in One Case, Pa- 
roled in Another. 


After serving eighteen months of 
a fifteen-year sentence for robbery 
and five years for an alleged auto- 
mobile theft, G. C. Carson, former 
employee of a local law office, was 
free Monday on a pardon from 
Governor Dorsey in the robbery 
case and a parole in the theft case. 

The sentence of fifteen years was

LEADS 
IN EDUCATION 


(From the Spokesman-Review.) 

A comparative study of state 
school systems, made by the Rus- 
sell Sage foundation, credits Mon- 
tana with the best all-around pub- 
Ne schools in the United States. 
California comes second and Ari- 
zona third. Washington is sixth, 
these four states outranking such 
states as Massachusetts, New York 
and Pennsylvania. 

The surprising disclosure is the 
low rating of the New England 
States. New Hampshire is thirtieth, 
Vermont thirty-second and Maine 
thirty-fifth. Even Massachusetts is 
led by seven states and the District 
of Columbia, while Connecticut 
rates eleventh and Rhode Island 
twenty-sixth. 

The south, as expected, makes the 
poorest showing of all the great 
regions of the country. South Caro- 
lina is at the bottom of the list and 
next in rising order come Missis- 
sippi, Arkansas, AlaWama, North 
Carolina, Georgia, Louisiana, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Vigginia, West 
Virginia, Florida and Texas. 

Roughly speaking, the middTé 
west occupies a mediym position in 
this educational] classification. 

Few persons, we imagine, would 
have guessed that in a listing of 
this nature the three leading states 
would be Montana, California and 
Arizona. Many would have guessed 
Kansas, but Kansas ranks twenty- 
seventh. Some would have said Illi- 
nois, but that state is twenty- 
fourth, a notch under Hawaii. 

Montana will be the recipient of 
many congratulations and the en- 
tire great region that comprises the 
Pacific coast and Rocky mountain 
states will also cor'‘e in for felici- 
tation, for Montana, California, Ari- 
zona, Waghington and Utah are in 


the first seven states in the list, 
and Colorado, North Daka@ta, Idaho 
and Oregon in the first twenty in a 
list of fifty-two, including the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and our island 
possessions. 

The distinction thus won is all 
the more prized because this sur- 
vey by the Russell Sage foundation 
is regarded by educators every- 
where as thorough and authorita- 
tive.

IS LITTLE MARY OR MA CON-

Dear Dr. Brady: I have read and 
reread your letter to little. Mary, 
and I know that it has inspired 
many a mother’s heart, not mine 
alone, I have just such a “Mary’— 
with no little sister or brother— 
each day askin~ “why?” She will 
be 8 in July and I am saving your 
letter to little Mary for her to read. 

. Yet the stork comes across 
the street, to our neighbor on the 
right, to our neighbor on the left, 
and even to the home in the block 
out our rear, but not here. ‘ 
The other day our little Mary said: 
“Now when I’m big I won't have a 
sister or a brother to visit, and my 
childre~ won’t have an aunt or an 
uncle to visit them!” 

Very sincerely. 


Notice that this little “Mary” 
speaks of the children she hopes to 
have when she gets married. She 
naturally speaks, not of her child, 
but of her children. Every little 
girl who plays with dolls speaks in 
the same way. It takes consider- 
able education of the wrong sort to 
‘suppress this beautiful maternal in- 
stinct, but there is no lack of such 
education in modern life. For in- 
stance, a young woman, college- 
bred and reasonably well situated 
in life .as for creature comforts, 
writes in this vein: 

“ . « »« had I known that. my 
husband wanted children I never 
would have married. My music is 
my life career, which he under- 
stood, I suppose. It would be quite 
impossible. .. .” 

No female with peculiar fdeas 
like that should ‘marry. She is far 
too selfish to be called a woman 
and far too heartless to found a 
home, The divorce courts are clut- 
tered up with creatures of her 
kind. 

Perhaps you have a little Mary 
in your home. Be assured she does 
a lot of deep thinking. When you 
imagine you are fooling Mary she 
is probably laughing to herself over 
your siily talk. Remember little 
Mary. aged 8, who wrote me about 
her doubts of that stork story—1i 
published the letter here May 5, 
1920? Wellit isn’t Mary, but moth- 
er who is contrary sometimes. 
Mother ought to share all her se- 
crets with Mary, just as Mary 
shares hers with mother. Mother 
cannot sidestep this duty any more. 
She can’t put it off until the child 
is old engugh to undgrstand. No- 
body undérstands, God alone knows. 
The more experience a doctor has 
in such matters the more overawed 
he feels with the advent of each 
new human life. How pitifully re- 


stricted is human knowledge of the |" 


crigin of human life! And how re- 
grettable that our children should 
be deceived by their own parents 
about even the few vital things we 
know! 

' Knowledge makes for sweetness, 
purity and that wonderful aura 
which surrounds some women and 
is best defined a4 motherliness. Ig- 
norance by no means keeps a child’ 
innocent and often leads to. disas- 
ter. 

Remember, mothers, a child’s im- 
agination is most prolific and holds 
a strong influence over the child's 
personality. Fairy stories, for ex- 
ample, are certainly bad unless they 
conform to possibilities or truth 
There is plenty of beauty in truth.

75 COUNTY MAPS | 
OF STATE MISSING 
OR OUT OF DATE 


That the state of Georgia lacks 
maps on file of 15 of her counties 
and that at least 60 of those which 
she has on hand are obsolete and un- 
serviceable was reported by Secre- 
tary of State W. G. McLendon on 
Monday. 

“Georgia lands are becoming more 
valuable every day,” said Mr. Mc- 
Lendon, “and for the state to at- 
tempt to do business with her pres- 


ent land maps is a crime. Many vf 
our maps were made very shortly 
after the civil war and since that 
time many new counties have been 
created out of the old ones. Since 
the creating of the new counties 
there have been no new maps made 
of the old counties to show the 
change of boundaries and it be- 
comes very. difficult for us to fur- 
nish reliable information.” 

Mr. McLendon has on his wall a 
map of Bartow county made in 1869 
by order of General Meade. This 
map has been used so long and was 
so constructed that nearly one- 
fourt!: of it is absolutely of no use. 
Beside the new map Mr. McLendon 
has had placed a new map just pre- 
pared which shows the entire his- 
tory of the county from its crea- 
tion. By the use of this history it 
is possible to trace every change in 
the boundary of the county. 

Only one railroad is shown on 
the old Bartow county map, while 
several are shown on the new one. 
The mineral and other resources. of 
Bartow county have increased in 
value and the lack of a suitable map 
is felt very keenly by the state of- 
ficials.

RECORD IN PENSION 


|OF FICE DEFENDED 


BY JUDGE LINDSEY 


Replying to criticisms which 


Have been made by the Georgia 
Pension league regarding his rec- 
ord in office, Judge John W. Lind- 
sey, state pension commissioner, 
has issued a statement in which he 
Says that the chief complaint has 
been that pension payments were 
delayed. 

He states that in the twenty years 
he has held his office the checks 
have always been paid by the first 
of May, which is the time set by 
law. He states that on the first of 
every year he watches the treasury 
very closely and as soon as suf- 
ficient funds are on hand he imme- 
diately petitions the governor for 
the necessary funds, who in turn 
issues a warrant'on the state treas- 
urer and the treasurer draws his 
checks for the ordinaries covering 
the pensions in their respective 
counties. The ordinaries are then 


required, says Judge Lindsey, to pay 


the pensions into the hands of the 
pensioners within fifteen days. 

Judge Lindsey states’ that the 
Georgia Pension league is an organ- 
ization composed of confederate 
veterans, their sons and their 
friends, and is working on a two- 
fold program—increasing the pen- 
sions for confederate soldiers from 
$100 to* $240 a year and to secure 
the defeat. at the polls of Judge 
Lindsey. 

“No commissioner of pensions 
could do more than I have done to 
make things easy for tne veterans,” 
stated Judge Lindsey. “I served 
four years in the confederate army 
and bear the wounds of battle on 
my body. I have always been the 
friend of every confederate soldier 
and I do not belleve the movement 
to put me out of office will succeed 
when the people realize that no one 
could do more to expedite the pay- 
ment of pensions.”

Against Retrenchment. es 


Despite the fact that the city is 
faced with a probable deficit at the 
end of the year of approximately 
$100,000, due largely to the number 
of extraordinary appropriations al- 
ready made this year, the commit- 
tee decided not to resort to a re- 
trenchment policy again, but to do 
everything possible for the depart- 
ments that they might be enabled 
to give the greatest public service. 

Looking at it from the point -of 
view that curtailed appropriations 
to the various departments means 
that the public must inevitably suf- 
fer, the committee concluded it 
would not be wise to disrupt their 
operation, though the sheet went 
over into 1921 out of balance. | 

Chairman A. J. Orme had prepared 
a tentative finance sheet Monday 
morning, which he read to the com- 
mittee. It was decided to hear 
from the public and from all depart- 
ments of the city government be- 
fore voting on the adoption of the 
tentative sheet. 

At the afternoon Session W. Zode 
Smith, superintendent of the water- 
works department, came before the 
committee and asked for $12,000 to 
be used to lay new water mains, 
All other needs of this department 
had been included in the January 
sheet. 

Other departments presenting 
claims for more money during the 
day were the police, sanitary, fire 
Grady hospital and the office of 
city tax assessor.

to go. Then, with 5 miles lead, his 
car caught fire and his mechanic 
had to go a mile for gas, after the 
fire was extinguished. This, with 
other troubles which developed 
from the accident, put him back in 
fifth place. It is an old story with 
Ralph, however, as I wrote in yes- 
terday’s Constitution. Invariably he 
has the fastest car, but likewise he 
loses near the finish. It may be luck 
or jinx. Whatever it-is, it costs him 
heavily. 

Honors Even. 

As I wrote in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution, today’s race was a contest 
between two aggregations — the 
French Ballots and the combination 
of Monroes and Frontenacs, which 
Louis Chevrolet built. All honors 
were split between them, for the 
most part. The $20,000 in prizes of 
$100 per lap to the winnter thereof 
was split entirely between them. 
Joe Boyer, who had his share of 
hard luck with his Frontanac, won 
95 lan prizes: DePalma won 83: Gas- 
ton Chevrolet won 13; Thomas 7, 
and Chassagne l. 

The result of the race is another 
victorv for the four-cvlinder car, as 
the Chevrolet products were all of 
that size. The Ballots were eight- 
in-a-row cylinders, as were the 
Duesenheres. At several steges of 
the contest it lookéd as if three 
Rallots would finish in the first 
four cars, but al] three had trouble, 
most of which came right at the 
end.

Witn DGoyer 
setting all the early pace and then 
fighting QRePalma tooth and toenail, 
he hung hear the leaders, never 
worse than fifth and from 350 miles 
on laying second until DePalma’s 
accident. Then he moved forward 
and won with all ease by more than 
three minutes after slowing down 
considerably. If pressed, he would 
have easily beat the record and put 
the mark over 90 miles an hour 
average, as until DePalma went out 
the average was between 90 and 91, 
with all cars running easily. Gas- 
ton’s tires were the marvel of the 
and the general nerformance 
of the tires which Oldfield had 
built was sensational. They were 
on ten cars, none of which had any 
trouble to speak of from start to 
finish.

Though Sustained Ad- 
vance in Stocks Not 
Likely at Present.

(Written for the United News.) 

New York, May 31.—(Special.)— 
Fundamentals have not been seri- 
ously interfered with, despite the 
general alarm over the business sit- 
uation. Steel, a basic industry, 
shows no indication of a lowering 
of prices, not in the nature of things 
should there be any. The arrears 


of construction work are far too 
great to be overcome, even if there 
should be a depression in other lines 
of industry. 


The railroads will demand enor- 
mous qualities for new equipment 
for both roadbed and rolling stock, 
and the amount of.new building to 
be done is enormous. 

The attitude of labor is, of course, 
uncertain, for it is the one factor 
that cannot be counted on. Mr. 
Gompers has recently charged con- 
pense with being responsible for the 

igh cost of living through its fail- 
ure to take constructive action on 
many matters affecting labor. He 
declares that congress could have 
materially aided the situation by 
curtailing profiteering, presumably 
in every other line except labor. 
Lobor has been guilty of profiteer- 
ing in fully as great a degree as is 
charged against any other activity. 

It need only be necessary to 
mention the attitude assumed by 
the buNiding trades of New York, 
who, in response to a plea from the 
mayor in the housing situation, 
forthwith took advantage of the 
shortage of houses by demanding an 
advance in wages to the basis of 
$1.25 an hour, and the cool proposi- 
tion that bulidings already par- 
tially erected by non-union labor 
should be torn down and rebuilt 
by union labor. Yet these very same 
people are loudest in their outcry 
against the landlords for raising 
rents. 

The country must also be on its 


guard against the insidious attempts 


to force government control of va- 
rious classes of business. This is 
appearing in numerous forms, rang- 
ing from national corporations for 
control of water power, to the con- 
trol of coal mines, railroads and 
sugar refineries. Fortunately, the 
temper of the present congress is 
Very much adverse to anything of 
the kind. : 

The railroad situation offers more 
encouragement. It is gradually 
being realized that the present dif- 
ficulties are not insurmountable; 
that it is chiefly a matter of ways 
and means. The physical regenera- 
tion of the roads is something that 
must be taken care of, at whatever 
cost. The financial problem is more 
difficult to handle, but nevertheless 
can be worked out. 

Railroad men have figured out that 
within the next three years obli- 
gations agrcregcating $500,000,000 
must be taken care of, but already 
there aie cvidences of a better at-, 


j} the professional element are dis- 


view of Henry Clews & Co.,.New 
York bankers, which also states 


that there must be some further 
slackening in business. The report 


says: 

“The situation of the market ever 
since the beginning of the week 
has been dull and without decisive 


features. Recoveries from time to 
time have brought prices back to 
a level that was considerably bet- 
ter than that which had been reach- 
ed during the depression and liqui- 
dation of last week, but in many 
cases purchasing movements have 
been chiefly the outcome of pro- 
fessional operations designed to 
provide cover for stocks that had 
been oversold. 

“It cannot be said that sentiment 
on the exchange ‘has Amproved to 
any marked extent, but at present 
levels there is no pressure to get 
rid of stocks and for that reason 


posea to begconservative. In a few 
days the banking institutions will 
be called upon to make June 1 cor- 
porate disbursements; two= weeks 
later the second installmnt of the 
federal income tax will be payable, 
and still two weeks later the banks 
will be again called upon to provide 
for the semi-annual disbursements, 
which are about the heaviest of the 
year. 

In the commercial field accom- 
modations are as difficult to obtain 
as they were last week, and there 
bs nothing to justify the belief that 
the conditions will undergo much 
change for some time to come. This 
leads to the conclusion that liquida- 
tion in merchandise and commodi- 
ties must continue for a time, and 
that there must be a slackening in 
business generally. 

To those who are anxious to pur- 
chase attention is again directed to 
the shares of the railroad com- 
panies, which apparently have 
turned the corner. .They may be a 
little slow for a while, but event- 
ually this class of stocks should 
sell higher. 

The most hopeful feature as the 
week drew to a close was the ad-
